It would 
be hard to find anywhere a more prosperous 
or more intélligent community; a cemmunity 
of thriving rs and thriving 'townspeo- 
ple. lowe did its share in the work of build- 
ing railroads when the business was one that 
demanded men of the utmost daring and re- 
sourcefulness; men like that gallant soldier 
and real captain of industry.-Grenville M.

DENY SHORTAGEINWETGHT 


PACKERS ANGRY BECAUSE OF 
NEW YORK CHARGES. 


City Sealer Says He Will Investigate 
Conditions in Chicago to Determine 
if Dealers Get as Many Pounds of 
Chicken as They Pay For—Fifty 
Pound Boxes Shrink Slightly in 
Cold Storage, So-Called Beet Trust 
Officials Maintaja. 


The attack of a New York police judge upon 
the honesty of the so-called beef trust was 
the subject of comment in Chicago yester- 
day. The judge claimed to have uncovered 
* systematic methods by which the packers 
are robbing consumers and dealers through 
selling short weight boxes of chickens.”’ 

City Sealer John Kjellander said he would 
begin an investigation today and determine 
if Chicago dealers were being “ robbed in 
the manner described by Frank Bollinger, a 
Brookyn butcher, who found that boxes of 
chickens marked fifty pounds were under 
weight an average of four pounds. 

Chicago dealers said they would not be 
surprised if the city sealer found the same 
condition of affairs in Chicago. Representa- 
tives of the big packers admitted there is a 
natural shrinkage of weight while a chicken 
is in storage, but said the trade understood 
this perfectly. The trade said they un- 
derstood it all right, but they had to pay for 
the box weights just the same. However, 
the consumer has his purchase weighed in 
his presence. 


Angry Because of Disclosure. 

Offictals of Armour & Co., the firm sued in 
New York, were angry because of the dis- 
closure. General Superintendent T. J. Con- 
nors and Arthur Meeker were out of the city. 
Other officials referred inquirers to Mr. Con- 
nors. Treasurer 8. J. McRoberts finally 
gave the company’s side of the case. 

Ot course, it is not true that we are selling 
chickens under weight,“ he said. This 
method of marking boxes is the method of 
packers all over the country. There is a 
shrinkage in cold storage, of course, but we 
stamp the right weights on the bills at the 
time of sale. The trade understands the mat- 
ter allright. Thechickens are weighed at the 
time they are put in storage. I should say 
that the shrinkage would average four 
pounds to a fifty pound box.”’ 


Says Story Is False. 

General Manager T. E. Wilson of Morris 
& Co. branded as false the story of a com- 
bine to cheat the public by short weights. 

J understand it is charged that all chick- 
ens sold by Chicago packers are packed in 
fifty pound boxes; that these boxes are short 


sometimes, and that the public has to pay for 


the difference,” he said. ‘ As a matter of 
fact, the chickens are not packed in boxes 
containing fifty pounds, and the public does 
not have to pay the difference. The weight 
of the boxes varies. Our agents are instruct- 
ed to charge only,for the weight the box 
contains.“

Chicago labor leaders were in doubt last 
night regarding the predicament in which 
they are left. 

“Tt looks as if all beer except home brew’ 
will be on the ‘unfair’ list, said Secretary 
E. N. Nockels of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor. “Probably some other kind of drink 
will become popular under the circumstances. 
Of course, we are bound to obey the injunction 
of the national labor council.“

GIRLS’ INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL 
IN MOST PITIABLE PLIGHT. 


Board of Trustees Makes Appeal for 
Contributions to Enable the Institu- 
tion to Continue. 


A grim commentary upon conditions at 
the Illinoige Industrial School for Girls, at 
Evanston, together with an appeal for funds 
to avert the necessity of closing the doors 
of the school,“ was issued yesterday by the 
board of trustees of the institution, through 
Mrs. Henry Solomon, its president. 

“The present management,” says the 
statement, assumed control of the school 
Jan. 1, when the secretary of the old board 
resigned. For three months they ran a hos- 
pital, not a school, 

“The schools of Evanston refuse to take 
the children, and there is no public school 
available. Not one of the children has a 
At home or guardians; there are no other 
places to which they can be sent but to tne 
almshouses. 

“The county ag $10 for each child, but 
the actual cost is $15. The school has no 
contributing membership. Cook county is 
unable to pay for its wards until September. 

„It seems incredible that this rich com- 
munity should be willing to allow these 
Uttle friendless girls to be placed in the 
poorhouses of our counties. 

“An appeal is being sent to clubs and to 
churches and church organizations, and upon 
the response to these appeals will rest the 
decision of the board of managers either to 
close the school or to continue its work.’’

The second marriage 
was to Thomas Freestone. Two children 
were born to this union—Joseph Freestone, 
who lives with his mother, and Mrs. Hugo 
Schubert of Chicago. Three other children 
of Prevost died and were buried in Wald- 
heim cemetery. Her third husband, Mr. 
Boger, died a year ago, 

My children do not place much faith in 
my belief that Bahy is my son,“ Mrs. Boger 
said, but I believe blood is thicker than 
water. If we find out for sure he will come 
to Chicago to live with me. His eyes and 
hair are dark, like little Alfonzo's were. He 
knows his history back to about four or five 
years of age, when he was left in an Indian- 
apolis hotel by two men. 


Clew Given by Strange Man. 

“Alfonzo was stolen from his bed one night 
by his father, who was a little Frenchman of 
dark complexion. The description tallies 
with that of the man who left Arthur in the 
hotel, saying he would return later for him, 
but never did. The man who was.clerk in 
the hotel was found by Arthur a few days 
ago. The description he gave makes me be-

Bahy, who now lives in Columbus, Ind., 
gets his name from a butcher of that name 
who reared him.

AOCIDEN T IN THE SIXTH. 


Mike Almost Scores Knockout in 
One Session with Upper- 
cut to the Jaw.

Tonopah, Nev., May 30.—[Special.]—Mike 
Schreck won his finish battle with Marvin 
Hart this afternoon in the early part of the 
twenty-first round, Hart's seconds tossing up 
the towel in token of defeat.

The celebration today at Lansing, 
Mich., of the semicentennial anniversary 
of the founding of the Michigan Agricul- 
tural college is an occasion well worthy of 
the presence of the president of the United 
States. The great impetus to institutions 
of this class was given by the Morrill act 
of 1862, which provided for land grants 
by the government of the nation for the 
purposs of encouraging state colleges for 
education along agricultural lines. That 
the state of Michigan by legislative act 
in 1855 should have made provision for a 
school of agriculture, seven years before 
the matter was finally determined by the 
congress of the United States, is distinct- 
ly creditable to the commonwealth on the 
east side of the lake. 

And yet the wonder is that the move 
ment did not take definite shape long 
before, when the importance of agriculture 
in the economic history of the country is 
taken into consideration. The subject did 
not entirely escape the attention of edu- 
cators, the trustees of Columbia College 


establishing a chair of natural history, 


chemistry, and agriculture as early as 
1792. Harvard took up the matter soon 
after 1800 and several lyceums in differ- 
ent parts of the country were organized. 
Some of these had winter courses of lec- 
tures, practical farms, and various plans 
for encouraging farmers to study. Yale 
established a chair of agricultural chem- 
istry and vegetable and anima) physiology 
in 1846. f 8 
Michigan, however, has the honor of 
having established the first college which 
has maintained a continuous existence un- 
til the present, although Pennsylvania and 
Maryland followed the Lansing enterprise 
within two years. Now such institutions 
are counted essential adjuncts of the edu- 
cational systems of most of the states of 
the union. Nighteen hundred and fifty- 
seven may justly be considered the epoch- 
making date, since that year saw both the 
inauguration of the Michigan college and 
also the introduction into congress of the 
Morrill’ bill for the benefit of agriculture 
and the mechanic arts. This was the 
measure which, at first reported adversely 
and afterward vetoed by President Bu- 
chanan, finally received the signature of 
Abraham Lincoln on July 2, 1862. 
There are now more than sixty colleges 
in the country which are in operation 
under the provision of the Morrill act of 
1862 and a supplementary one of 1890. 
They are largefy patronized by a steadily 
growing. student body. They have spread 
their influence by a number of variations 
of the untversity extension idea. ‘They 
are reaching large numbers of farmers 
who cannot attend the college sessions but 
who appreciate greatly the help which is 
being afforded them through this agency. 
Their success has led to the establish- 
ment of agricultural schools of the high 
school and secondary grade and has had 
much influence in the development of in- 
terest in nature study in the elementary 
grades, In fact, since 1862, the rapid 
growth of agricultural schools has been 
one of the notable features in the wonder- 
ful advance which American education 
has made. For this reason there is na- 
tional significance in the celebration at 


Lansing. .

In this connection it may be mentioned 
that some years before the tragedy of Mey- 
erling there appeared at Miinich an anony- 
mous pamphlet entitled The Austrian No- 
bility, and Its Constitutional Mission,“ 
which oreated an immense sensation 
throughout the dual empire and in Germany. 
The pamphlet assailed the great aristocracy 
of Austria, which owed ita seats in the house 
of lords at Vienna to birthright, charging it 
with indolence and incapacity. It claimed 
that whatever work was accomplished by 
the upper house as a body was performed 
by its life members—that is to say, by those 
of bourgeois origin, who were indebted for 
their presence in the upper house to the fa- 
vor of the crown. ° 

The pamphlet then went on to assert that 
this attitude of the nobility was the result 
of the education of its members by the Jes- 
ult8, who may be said well nigh to monopo- 
lige the education of the Roman Catholic 
royalty and aristocracy of the old world. The 
author insisted that the Jesuits imbued their 
pupils with the most reactionary ideas, 
teaching them to despise and to oppose ev- 
erything in the nature of a popular move- 
ment of liberalism, of enlightenment, and 
social progress; and to strive for a restora- 
tion of the conditions of a hundred years 
ago, when the power of the crown was ab- 
solute and the nobility still was able to lord 
it over the people. The pamphiet, which wae 
cleverly written, showing an intimate ac- 
quaintance with conditions in the Austrian 
house of lords and with the shortcomings of 
the aristocracy of the dual empire as a body, 
was discussed widely and had the effect of 


leading some of the younger generation of , 


the Austrian nobility, as for instance the ex- 
Premier Prince Conrad Hohenlohe, to ally 
themselves with the liberals rather than 
with the conservatives. ; 

— 


All sorts of speculation were indulged in 
as to the authorship of the pamphiet. But 
so far as the public was concerned no one 
seems to have had any idea of the truth until 
two years ago, when Prof. Anton Menger, 
the celebrated Bavarian political economist 
and jurist, who had been the teacher of po- 
litical economy of Crown Prince Rudolph, 
revealed the fact that the writer of the 
pamphiet was no other than the crown 
prince, and admitting that he, the professor, 
had arranged for its publication and cor- 
rected the proofs. It seems that a short time 
before the pamphlet appeared Crown Prince 
Rudolph made an incognito tour of the vari* 
ous Buropean capitals with Prof. Menger for 
the purpose of studying political conditions 
abroad. 

Where the prince and his mentor remained 
the longest was im London; and it.seems that 
the Austrian heir apparent was impressed 
profoundly there by the English house of 
lords, admiring the manner in which it ful- 
filled its réle of moderator of all ill consid- 
ered and hasty legislation by the house of 
commons. The crown prince likewise 
praised the manner in which its members 
were recruited, and above all he was enthu- 
siastic about the patriotic way in which the 
peers of the realm took their legislative du- 
ties and civic obligations to heart. It was 
after the crown prince’s return from this 
tour with Prof. Menger that he wrote the 
pamphlet in question, and of which Prof. 
Menger until his own death last year had 
the manuscript in the own writing of 
Crown Prince Rudolph. 


* 


Prof. Menger’s revelations quite naturally 
proved a godsend to those who see in every- 
thing the hand of the Jesuits, and who as- 
cribe to them the responsibility for all sorts 
of troubles and disasters. The enemies of 
the order at once proceeded to build up a 
most circumstantial story to show how the 
crown prince’s unfortunate entanglement 
leading up to his violent death at Meyerling 
had been brought about purposely, step by 
step, by the Jesuits, with the object of pre- 
venting the accession to the throne of a 
prince so hostile to their society, and in order 
to make way for the late Archduke Charles 
Louis and his eldest son, both of whom the 
Jesuits knew to be imbued with their ideas. 

That Archduke Francis Ferdinand, the 
next heir to the crown, personifies in the eyes 
of the people, both at home and abroad, re- 
actionary ideas rather than liberalism, can- 
not be denied. It is equally certain that, 
rightly or wrongly, the public ascribes his 
toryism and his olericaliam to the fact that 
he received his education and training at 
the hands of the Jesuits. From a scholastic 
point of view the latter, have the finest ed- 
ucational institutions in the world, and their 
pupils as a general rule are brought up to 
be men of the world. It cannot be denied, 
however, that in Europe at any rate the po- 
litical principles which they inculcate are of 
a reactionary rather than of a liberal order. 
But as to their being concerned in any way, 
directly or indirectly, in. the death of the 
unfortunate crown prince, why, the idea is 
just as preposterous as all those others 
which Eugene Sue, the author of The Wan-

End of Fraudulent Voting Near. 

The experience of nine months in the en- 
forcement of the new naturalization law, and 
this without sufficient machinery, has con- 
vinced Mr. Campbell that votes cast in fu- 
ture elections will be those of actual bona 
fide citizens. through various 
sources the naturalization division has ob- 
tained information of the fraudulent charac- 
ter of a number of certificates, and the facts 
have been referred to the district attorneys to 
secure the revocation of the instrument and 
the punishment of the persons gulity of 
fraud. 

Unfortunately the district attorney is sa 
occupied with other business that he has 
little time to give to the preparation of such 
cases. This will be the duty of the corps 
of assistants which is being organized, but 
besides arresting the issue of certificdtes 
which are not based upon the proper length 
of residence and other requirements, the di- 
visiom proposea to enforce that provision of 
the law which, declares that in no case shall 
final action be taken upon a petition for nat - 
uralization until ninety days have elapsed 
a filing and posting notice of such peti-

Time Limit Set on Petitions. 

In order to make clear the intent of con- 
gress another provision forbids naturaliza- 
tion within thirty days of holding of any 
general election. As interpreted here this 
means that any certificate issued four 
months before genera! election must be can- 
celtd on the ground of fraud and persons 
responsible lay themselves open to prosecu- 
tion. In other words in the case of a presi- 
dential election no petition for naturalization 
can be granted unless notice thereof is posted 
befgre July of next year. 

Since the organization of the division a 
total of 72,000 declarations of intention to 
become citizéns and petitions for naturaliza- 
tion have been received. The number is be- 
lieved to be less than that filed in past years 
for the reagon that a large number of the 
courts have not supplied themselves with 
the forms required by law. Moreover, the 
chance of discovery of fraud and the penal- 
tles imposed act as a deterrent. 

The effect of the law in this connection was 
felt during the last congression elections. It 
is estimated by Mr, Campbell that the num- 
ber of naturalizations is now about 100,000 
annyally. This is equivalent to one-sixth of 
the total number of immigrants admitted in 
1902, the year in which their residence be- 
gan. Applying this ratio to tmmigration for 
1905, phen it passed the million mark, it is 
expected that naturalizations by 1910 will 
total 200,000 and will continue steadily until 
immigration falls off or is suspended.

$100,000 Appropriation Needed. 
These figures make all more important the 
necessity of preventing fraud in naturaliza- 
tion. To secure this result it is considered

One feature of the naturalization division 
which is gratifying to the officials is its Self- 
supporting character. The law authorizes 
clerks of the courts to collect a fee of one 
dollar for receiving and filing a declaration of 
intention and issuing a duplicate thereof; 
of two dollars for making, filing, and docket- 
ing the petition of an alien for admission asa 
citizen and for final hearing thereon, and two 
dollars for entering the final order and issuing 
the certificates. One-half the fees are re- 
tained by the clerks if under $3,000, and the 
remainder are turned over te the division of 
naturalization. In the nine months which 
have elapsed, the division has received $39,- 
000. Its expenses have been only $14,000. The 
addition of a corps of inspectors will bea tem- 
porary burden upon the government, but an 
increase in the number of naturalizations ig 
expected soon to make the balance even.
